Homosexual Freedom Society considers

The Society For Homosexual Freedom 
was denied recognition as a campus or- 
ganization by Dr. Otto Butz, acting- 
president of Sacramento State College last 
Wednesday. It has been approved for 
recognition by the Student Academic Senate 
on Monday, March 2 by a vote of 7 to 4. 

‘As you know, California and most 
American jurisdictions today told homo- 
sexual! behavior to be a crime, and gener- 
ally an offense of serious demensions,”’ 
Dr. Butz said ina letter to Steve Whitmore, 
president of the Associated Students of 
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alternatives after recognition denial 


SSC, 

‘In view of this fact, and since the 
effect of recognition by the College of the 
Society For Homosexual Freedom could 
conceivably be to endorse, or to promote 
homosexual behavior, to attract homo- 
sexuals to the campus, and to expose 
minors to homosexual advocacy and prac- 
tices, I believe that this organization is 
not an endeavor to which SSC should 
extend recognition or in which it can 
properly invest its resources and ser- 
vices,” the letter continued. 

The denial of recognition to the society 
as an official student sponsored organiza- 
tion on campus means that it cannot offi- 
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cially meet on campus nor use the facilities 
of the college nor can its activities be 
publicized in campus communications 
media. 


According to its c. astitution, the group 
was to be made up of students, faculty 
members, and other persons from the 
community. 


The group is made up of about 50 
members, both heterosexual and homo- 
sexual. 


Whitmore is executive coordinator of 
the organization and Bill Cross, a grad- 
uate student at SSC, is executive director. 
Dr, Martin Rogers, assistant professor 
of psychology, is faculty representative 
to the group. 


Friday evening, March 6, the society 
held a meeting to decide on what possible 
action it might take. As a result of that 
meeting the society is investigating pos- 
sible association with the student co-op, 
an approved campus organization. This 
association was offered by Scott Burns, 
chairman of the Student Senate. 
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‘lhe group voted to pursue its pur- 
poses as stated in its constitution even 
though not officially recognized by Butz,” 
Rogers said yesterday morning. 


Speaking for himself, Clark Taylor, 
associate professor of anthropology here 
at SSC, said, ‘‘I think Butz is reacting 
to the possibility of public pressure. 
Our constitutional rights to meet, advo- 
cate change of law, discuss our mutual 
problem, search for meaningful socially 
constructive alternatives to present laws, 
etc. are denied by his action.’’ 


Because of prevailing attitudes of 
society and the burden of differentness, 
homosexuals have been traditionaily with- 
drawn living socially in ‘‘ghettos of the 
mind.” Except for jobs, homosexuals 
find themselves generally forced outside 
of the mainstream of American Society. 


‘We live in constant fear of losing our 
jobs, of being denied our education, We’re 
being considered criminals and dangerous. 
I wonder if anyone realizes what it’s like 
to live as a felon because of the way you 
love and live. We are the untouchables, 
the unthinkables,’’ Taylor continued.

Respect for the law 
begins with the law 


Is it expecting too much for the Santa Barbara County Sheriff's 
Department to follow the guidelines set forth in the California State 
Penal Code? We think not. 

Section 851.5 of the code states that an arrested person has a right 
to make two completed telephone calls at his own expense no later than 
three hours after he is booked. 

\ UPI reporter, Stewart Slavin, was recently arrested and held 
incommunicado for 20 hours in jail after covering the Isla Vista violence 
near Santa Barbara. A charge of loitering was later dropped and a 
sheriffs lieutenant apologized, blaming the incident ona communications 
breakdown between the National Guard and law enforcement officers. 

Governor Ronald Reagan, while ordering an inquiry into the affair, 
likened the incident to the chances a war correspondent takes during a 
battle. ‘‘... war correspondents have to realize that sometime they are 
going to get it ...,’” said the governor. It is our opinion that ‘‘getting it” 
in the street from rioters and ‘‘getting it’’ ina jail cell by deputies 
are two different things entirely.

SCA 11 Aims at ‘‘Reds’’ on University Faculties 


Any person who ‘‘knowingly and wilfully advocates the overthrow of 
the government of the United States (ir this state by lawless action” 
will be prohibited from employment by the University of California if 
Senate Constitutional Amendment 11 by Sen. William E, Coombs - 
Republican of San Bernardino is enacte. 

Coombs said in a release the ariendment is directed at persons 
who incite or through their actions projjuce lawless actions. 

The consitutional amendment, he ‘said, would back the University 
Board of Regents’ long-standing policy| of refusing Communists employ - 
ment on any university campus. 

He stated it would prevent any repetition of the Angela Davis cae” 
in which a Regents’ decision to fir: an avowed Communist from‘ - 
UCLA faculty was reversed by a cour. 


Student Hire-Fire Power in Colleges Opposed 


Student advice on State College faculty selection is acceptable to 
Senator Alfred H. Song - Democrat of Monterey Park, but delegating 
to them the power to hire and fire professors is not. 

Senator Song has put these feelings into Senate Bill 146, which pro- 
vides that the authority to appoint, dismiss or suspend an academic 
employee of a state college shall no: be delegated to any student, group 
of students, or any organization which contains students who are voting 
members. 

In an explanatory press release, Song said that placing the hire- 
fire power in student hands ‘‘had ‘ed to disruption and bitter conflicts 
between members of the student ody, faculty and administration. ! 
firmly believe that such a policy .s contrary to the requirements for 
quality education and to the will of the people of this state.”’ 

Pointing out that the taxpayers of California expect for their taxes 
institutions at which their children can receive the highest quality 
of instruction in an atmosphere of order and decorum, Song added, 
“You don’t have this atmosphere wien students run the show.” 

‘Education is based on discipiine,’’ he said, ‘‘In order to teach, 
the professors must discipline the students, and in order to learn, the 
students must discipline themselves. How can there be effective dis- 
cipline if the students hire and fire their professors?

Editor, The Hornet: 

The current controversy on 
smoking on campus seems to me 
to be totally out of proper per- 
spective. Objectivity by most 
people involved with the issue 
has been lost, and, most impor- 
tantly, the social implications — 
tremendous as they are — have 
heretofore gone unheeded. 

The central issue is simply 
this: Shall one group of persons 
(Group A) engage in an activity 
(Smoking) in a manner which ad- 
versely affects another (Group BY? 

The issue has been distorted by 
the concerned parties to two dia- 
metrically opposed positions: (1) 
Shall Group A insist (by virtue of 
“rights”, force of habit, lack of 
self restraint, etc.) upon adversely 
affecting Group B? (2) Shall 
Group B coerce (by virtue of rules, 
trade restrictions, etc.) Group A 
to comply with its wishes? Again, 
these secondary positions miss the 
point entirely, and subjective as- 
sertions regarding the saintliness 
of those persons not engaged in 
the activity in question, or the 
moral decay of those who are, are 
irrelevant emotional appeals which 
only serve to cloud the issue. 

The actions and reactions of 
both Groups A and B generally 
have demonstrated an inability to 
attain a reasonable solution by 
mature, intellectual debate; rea- 
soning men are reasonable. 

Group A has decidedly failed to 
observe responsibility for their 
actions, and they have failed to 
observe common courtesy and re- 
spect for their fellow man — 
with notable exceptions. I’ve only 
read three or four books on the 
subject of etiquette, but all of 
them dictated specific Do’s and 
Don’ts as regards smoking. The 
pervasive theme on smoking eti- 
quette, however, merely requires 
the smoker to be aware that the 
noxious fumes from tobacco gen- 
uinely nauseates many or most 
non-smokers. Concern for others 
is, and should be, the single im- 
petus for seeking permission to 
smoke while in the presence of 
those who do not smoke. Thought- 
lessness, contempt, totai disre- 
gard for, or egocentric lack of 
concern for other people stands 
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behind the offensive smoker. It 
seems ironic that some persons 
argue for the dignity of man in 
society while blowing smoke in 
his face. 

Group B has responded to the 
problem in keeping with the es- 
tablishment tradition: Law and 
Order. No appeals to professors 
and students to approach the sub- 
ject in their respective classes 
and decide the issue by volition; 
no appeals to individual courage 
to ask the offender to refrain; no 
forums, no debates, no negoti- 
ations. Group B, ‘‘knows’”’ tobacco 
is harmful, just as men like 
Reagan ‘“‘know” marijuana is... 
so Group B, like Reagan, pater- 
nalistically ‘promotes the prohi- 
bition of sales of said items to 
induce wisdom upon the benighted. 
Apparently neither one has ever 
drawn a lesson from Prohibition 
and appeals to force alone.

In a fins! burst of masculinity 
and assertiveness oa March 3, 
1970, Acting-President Butz re- 
jected the favorable decision of the 
Student Senate and decreed the 
homosexuals to be invisible. 

Why? Because ‘, . .most 
American jurisdictions today hold 
homosexual behavior to be a 
crime.”’ Not true, Otto, Certain 
sexual acts, whether practices by 
homosexuals or heterosexuais, are 
illegal —— but thus far there are no 
laws regulating homosexual feel- 
ings or impulses, 

Because recognizing the So- 
ciety for Homosexual Freedom 
might “‘. expose minors to 
homosexual advocacy and prac- 
tice.”’ Tell me, Otto, where the 
chastity belts for the coeds are 
kept. And what plans do you have 
to control the plethora of hetero- 
sexual advocators on campus? 

Because recognition by the col- 
lege might ‘‘, . .attract homo- 
sexuals to the campus.’’ Open 
your eyes, Otto, We are here, 
have always been here, and in- 
tend to stay here. 

So in your eyes and in the 
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areas of stationary crowds, e.g. 
classrooms, might be reasonable, 
but after all, smoking is not sanc- 
tioned in the gymnasium; I’ve yet 
to see a guest speaker except 
through a grey haze.

Group A fails to address itself to 
the grievances of the people, and 
Group B immediately appeals to 
force — which always oversteps 
the bounds of good judgment.

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Hornets come within whistle of playing in nationals 


Returning to Sacramento State 
College the Far Western Con- 
ference basketball champions, the 
SSC Hornets, found themselves 
winless in two games in the NCAA 
regionals, losing both contests by 
a total of seven points, The Green 
and Gold dropped a Thursday night 
affair to University of Puget Sound, 
67-62, and then could not hold a 
ten point lead in Saturday’s clash, 
falling to Boise State 63-61, 


In the Thursday night tilt against 
the fourth-ranked University of 
Puget Sound, the Sac State Hornets 
came within a referee’s whistle of 
upsetting the highly touted 
Loggers. 

Trailing by as much as 2 
the pesky Hornets were not to be 
denied, as they pulled to a tie 
at 59-59 with 2:45 remaining. Yet 
the Green and Gold could not capi- 
talize on the Loggers turnovers 
as with 39 seconds remaining 
Puget Sound was on top at 64-59. 
Although the situation looked dim 
the Hornets came through with a 
three point play by Mitch Third to 
cut the Loggers lead to two at 
64-62. 


A time out to talk over the 
situation, saw Jack Heron call on 
the press, so infrequently used by 
the Hornets throughout the season. 
Yet the press seemingly did its 
job as Tom Wood stole a pass, 
tipped to streaking Terry Ray, 
and for one fleeting moment it 
looked as if the Hornets were 
going to put it in overtime, 

But a referee’s whistle, that 
will probably ring in the ears of 
Jack Heron for a long time, stopped 
the action as the crowd stood in 
anxious anticipation awaiting the 
man in black and white to announce 
his decision, To the joy of the 
majority of the 3,600 fans jammed 
into the Pacific-Lutheran gym, the 
call went against the Hornets. 

Time had run out for the rags 
to riches Hornets, as the clock had 
struck midnight and the Far 
Western Conference champions 
had reached the end of the trail. 
Visions of Evansville and the 
national championships will just 
have to wait til next year. 

After a day’s layoff on Friday 
the Hornets returned to battie

DESERT: a double feature with two recent 
works by two of the world’s greatest direc- 
tors is a rare sight on the commercial! first- 
run circuit. A courageous distributor 
realizing that neither film would receive 
theatrical distribution because of their 
lengths decided to release them in this 
country as a double feature, thus giving 
American audiences a p ecasure they never 
would have had because of booking rigidity. 
As is the case in so many of his films, 
Orson Welles is the director, writer and 
star of his own film based on a short story 
by Isak Dinesen. His co-siar is Jeanne 
Moreau. The story and the film are based 
on an ancient sea legend of a rich old man 
who hires a young sailor to make love to his 
wife so that the old man may have an heir. 
Welles is the rich bored old man who wished 
deliberately to recreate the old legend. 
Finally, it is a story-telling movie about the 
art of story-telling firmly based on the 
extraordinary performance of the magnifi- 
cently aging director-star. Atheist Luis 
Bunue! attacks his tale of a fifteenth century 
saint, Simeon Sty lites of Antioch, with obvious 
relish, for a saint who withdraws from the 
world to commune with God by living atop a 
thirty foot pillar is an obvious target for 
a man like Bunuel who has never been able 
to forget his Catholic childhood and has de- 
voted his life to ridiculing God and Catholi- 
cism. From his first films to ‘Belle Du 
Jour’’ Buruel’s characters are god- haunted 
and religion-obsessed whether they know it 
or not. For some reason this overtly 
religious man on his ridiculous pillar is 
treated more sympathetically in the form 
of various tempting women, an effeminate, 
beardiess, monk, a handiess man, and an 
incredibly grotesque dwarf. One of the 
major joys is the clarity and brevity d 
this film jammed with vivid and wild moments, 
both realistic and surrealistic. Bunuel has 
refused the temptation of the commercial! 
devil, to pad for sufficient theatrica! length, 
and in so doing has produced one of his 
purest statements about God, man and the 
world.

KINETIC ART: some of the most brilliant 
and original short films-brain children of 
the world’s known and still to- be- known 
filmmakers will be presented on Friday and 
Saturday March 13 and 14 at 8:30 p.m. in 
WestBridge Dining Commons. This festival 
of 26 films, 35 seconds to 55 minutes in 
length is making film history wherever it 
is shown on its current nationwide tour.
